DES‘RUCTIVE FIRE AT SHANGHAT. 
DETAILS OF THY .Losies. 
Shanghai, October 24. 

Between half-past four and five o’elack 
this morning the alarm called the firemen 
out to.No. 4 district. The scune of the 
fire was inthe populous neighbuurhood 
where Canten, Chekiing, and. Huopeh 
Roads mect onch other, and when the dre 
men reached the scone of the outbreak the 
flimes had a firm hold upon all four cornois. 
An inimenss area was, sunply one masa of 
seething flames, which -surruunded fire 
hydrants, gas lamps and everything else, 
over a space of 16 or 18 mow, while the 
houres at the four cornets were lang be. 


yond ell hopes of saving. We aro crertibly | 


informed that the fire broke out at about 
3.45, at which hour the Chinese began 
removing their gouds and chattela aud 
no ‘one thought of giving tho. alarm, 
whilst no police constable sppesred “upon 
the scone till the flumes wero made 
aut, through the heavy morning. fog, by 
the ‘drowsy watchman <at the Central 
Firs Tower, just absut 4.33 am To this 
delay in giving the alarm tho immonso 
amount of damage must be largely .ascrib- 
ed, and the-matter ought to he investigat- 
ed. .When the firomon arrived, it was at 
one spparent that their only work was to 
prevent the flames from eproading; the 
houses ‘already in tha grasp of tho flames 
boing long beyond all hops All the a.ail 
able hose was laid on, but as the hydranta 
were all hot and the graaid between Ube 
linea of burning houses at a tremendous 
tomperature this was hot an Gary mattor, 
Several lengths of hose burst with the boat 
and two of the firemen gut rather badly 
hart at the start, “Mr Evorall’s face being 
severaly burnt, while a red-hut’ nait attach. 
ed toa burning beam penetrated Mr Algar’s 
hand. So intenss was the heat: that two 
other firuinen “had to he satricd nway {oa 
fuinting conditicny*amdmdi wns unly with 
Breat difficulty that the firemen could gat 
within fighting rango of tho fire at all. 
Houses and walls were toppling down in-all 
directions, and altoyother the sceno was 4 
lively and terrible ong fora couple of houre, 
But gradually the mon mgsterod the fires 
flond ond steocily angom passed his attentpts 
to break through thelr ines, aa it was not 
{ill after three hours’ | rducus work that a 
visible impression could be seun and than 
only whon about 260 _ houses or upward had 
boen laid in rufus. “Evon now tio Chitlesa 
asaistants of the flremet ard hard at worl 
with half-a-dozen lines of hosd steadily play- 
ing upon thedebris. About 100 houses with 
Municipal numbers have been completely 
destroyed with nunmtberless smaller nooka 
and crannies whervin the natives. pack 
like sardines, All ‘sorts.and conditions 
of dwellings and shops are involved in 
the common ruin, which “cannot {nyolvo 
a loys to the unfortunate people of much 
less than Tis, 204,000, though 2» little 
over one-fifth pe of this is insured.
